  20    (2) have all the powers, duties, and responsibilities of a peace officer for 
  21  the purpose of enforcing the laws pertaining to[: 
 
  22     (i) alcoholic beverage tax; 
 
  23     (ii) tobacco tax; 
 
  24     (iii) motor fuel tax; 
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   1     (iv) motor carrier tax; 
 
   2     (v) motor fuel and lubricants; and 
 
   3     (vi) transient vendors within the meaning of Subtitle 20A of Title17 
   4  of the Business Regulation Article] MATTERS WITHIN THE AUTHORITY AND
